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Purposes of Reporting

• Risk Management (ORM)
– Identifying current risk level to risk 

decision makers
– Providing information to make 

changes
• Consequence management

– Medical treatment
– Compensation to injured persons
– Legally assigning blame

1. Identify Hazards

2. Assess Hazards
to Determine Risk

3. Develop 
Controls & Make 
Risk Decisions

4. Implement 
Controls

5. Supervise & 
Evaluate

Changes to Reporting

• Civilian employee injuries
• Private motor vehicle crashes
• Aviation mishaps
• Military deployment mishaps
• Fratricide – “Friendly Fire”



Civilian Employee Injuries

• Secondary effect
– shifts primary responsibility - OWCP to supervisors
– Supports VPP application process

Gap: Fratricide investigations do not provide timely
